Milk 
curdled  by  four  Milk  and  fermented  called  Kumifs.  Milk  curdled  by 
Yaort,  its  Butter  Milk  faid  not  to  become  putrid.  Water  of  Milk  is 
from  6-ioths  to  8-ic  ths  of  the  Milk..  Whey  fufceptible  of  the  Vinous, 
Acid,  and  Putrid  Fermentation.
